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ABOUT THE DIRECTORY 


BACKGROUND 


Search and rescue (SAR) activities save lives by locating and rescuing people who are lost or in distress within 
Canada’s jurisdictional area. SAR activities also involve prevention programs with the aim of reducing the number of 
occurrences and mitigating their severity. The National Search and Rescue Program (NSP) is a cooperative effort by 
participating SAR organizations and jurisdictions to maximize the effectiveness of SAR efforts. The NSP helps to 
reduce costs by encouraging the sharing of resources and coordinating operational activities. The NSP comprises 
many complementary elements of SAR service delivery, each of which is represented within the three main 
components of Air, Land, and Marine. Each component is served by many professional and volunteer organizations 
panes meet are knowledgeable and skilled in their respective disciplines. Their role is to support the NSP 
through: 


e the provision of the highest level of SAR service. This is achieved through rigorous training and preparation, and 
timely response to emergency situations. 

e the promotion of preventive SAR activities. Such activities may include education and awareness programs, as 
well as setting a good example to members of the wider community. 


PURPOSE AND SCOPE OF THE DIRECTORY 


To facilitate contact between organizations involved in SAR activities in Canada, the Directory of Canadian Search 
and Rescue Organizations has been prepared by the National Search and Rescue Secretariat. Most of the 
organizations involved in some form of SAR activities across Canada are included. 


This Directory is intended to provide the men and women involved in SAR activities in Canada with an inventory of 
the organizations involved in similar and related activities. It is not intended to serve operational purposes. As well, 
inclusion in the Directory does not necessarily constitute endorsement or official recognition of an organization. 


This third edition of the Directory reflects changes that have taken place since the last edition was published in 1995. 
Every effort was made to contact all groups involved in SAR activities across Canada. However, some organizations 
may not be included and some entries may not be complete. Any such omissions or deficiencies are regretted. 


How THE DIRECTORY IS ORGANIZED 


The Directory is divided into 13 chapters. The first chapter lists and describes organizations that conduct SAR 
functions on a national level. The remaining 12 chapters provide information on SAR organizations in each province 
and both territories. 


Provincial chapters are presented according to geopolitical division, from east to west; the territories are presented 
last. Within each chapter, individual organizations are listed alphabetically by name. Contact names and numbers are 
provided, along with a brief description of the roles and activities of each organization. 


Organizations included in the National chapter that provide services to more than one region will have their national 
association listed first, followed by their regional branches. To avoid repetition, most organizations included in the 
National chapter are not listed in the provincial/territorial chapters. Organizations that appear in the 
provincial/territorial chapters provide SAR services only in specific areas. 


To distinguish the activities of each organization, the following symbols appear to the right of the organization’s 


name: 


iY — indicates that the organization is primarily involved in Air SAR services. 


— indicates that the organization is primarily involved in Land SAR services. 


— indicates that the organization is primarily involved in Marine SAR services.

Provides weather information and related products and 
services with the aim of preventing SAR incidents and 
assisting in SAR activities. Information gathered on 
temperature, precipitation, visibility, ice conditions, and 
other parameters enables meteorologists to predict 
future atmospheric and marine conditions. Data 
collected on wind provides information for the 
CANSARP Vector Drift Model, used daily by the RCCs for 
SAR training and in planning marine SAR response. 
CANERM alerts the Canadian and international aviation 
community of hazardous flying conditions caused by 
volcanic eruptions. AES also conducts research to 
improve weather forecasts and to aid in our 
understanding of such phenomena as ice formation on 
aircraft and ships. Real-time weather information and 
warnings are provided 24 hours a day through 140 
Weatheradio and Weathercopy broadcast systems. 
During SAR related emergency situations, AES provides 
dedicated priority consultation services. The Weather 
Warning Program helps Canadians to make informed 
decisions concerning their outdoor activities by 
communicating timely warnings of impending marine 
storms, hazardous flying conditions, or severe weather 
events such as tornadoes. The program contributes to 
the prevention of SAR incidents by informing Canadians 
of the risks and required precautions during severe 
weather conditions.

The objective of the CCG SAR program is to prevent loss of 
life and injury through SAR operations and prevention 
activities. SAR operations are coordinated through RCCs 
located in Halifax, Trenton, and Victoria. These centres are 
staffed jointly by the CCG and DND personnel. The CCG 
also operates Marine Rescue Sub-centres in St. John’s, 
Newfoundland and Québec City, Québec. These rescue 
centres have at their disposal the resources of the CCG, 
other government organizations, and a number of volunteer 
groups, including the CCGA, which is coordinated by the 
CCGG. The centres can also task any necessary private or 
commercial vessels. On the prevention side, the CCG works 
closely with the Canadian Red Cross Society, the Canadian 
Safe Boating Council, and other organizations, to coordinate 
SAR prevention programs such as National Safe Boating 
Week, which are designed to reduce the number of SAR 
incidents and associated loss of life. Has an MOU with Parks 
Canada.

The territorial government of the Northwest Territories is responsible for 
providing search and rescue services on land and inland waters through 
the RCMP. The Government of the Northwest Territories (GNWT) has 
mandated the RCMP to respond fo requests for ground and inland water 
SAR in the territory. The vast size of the Northwest Territories, with a small 
and widely distributed population, makes providing effective and 
adequate SAR services difficult. As a result, some responses to SAR 
emergencies are not handled by established SAR organizations, but by 
community governments known as “local authorities”. Local SAR 
committees are active in a number of communities throughout the territory, 
and meet when an individual is reported lost or missing. If a search is 
required, local SAR committees can be tasked to search either before or 
after the RCMP has conducted its search. When a search is so tasked, it is 
referred to as a “community-organized search”, and the organizations that 
provide SAR services in the territory, including the RCMP, provide 
coordination and assistance wherever possible. Owing to the geographic 
and demographic characteristics of the Northwest Territories, many SAR 
services are provided by the territorial government. Seven regional and 
area offices of the territorial government act as a second-level emergency 
response, although the individuals in these offices have responsibilities 
other than SAR.

First Responder — A person trained in the medical and mechanical skills and possessing knowledge necessary to 
successfully manage the care of an individual on first discovery until the person can either be evacuated or placed 
under more intense care. The term “first responder” is usually associated with fire, police, and ambulance response in 


non-SAR environments. 


GPS — Global Positioning System 


Ground SAR - The conduct of a search and rescue operation to assist persons lost, stranded, trapped, or injured in 
an area on land or water other than the bordering oceans, Great Lakes, or St. Lawrence waterway. 


Hasty team — A group of trained individuals, usually part of a police organization, that can be convened quickly for 
the purpose of responding to an emergency situation. 


ICSAR -— Interdepartmental Committee on SAR 

IADRS - International Association of Dive Rescue Specialists 
IRECA — International Rescue and Emergency Care Association 
IPIQ — Institut de protection contre les incendies du Québec 


Local authorities — The persons granted authority within organizations who may be involved with or in a ground 
SAR incident. Local authorities other than the head of the police force of local jurisdictional do not have authority 
over the search commander. 


Marine SAR — The employment of vessels and/or aircraft for the conduct of a SAR operation that occurs on or under 
water. 


Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) — An agreement drawn up to clarify roles, responsibilities, functions, and 
procedures between two organizations. Not binding as a contract, but important to establish understandings and 
arrangements prior to the occurrence of an emergency situation. 


MVR - Motor-vehicle rescue 

NSP —- National Search and Rescue Program 
NSS — National Search and Rescue Secretariat 
NATO - North Atlantic Treaty Organization 


Rescue — A rescue entails assembling, coordinating, and using the necessary resources to relieve distress, save lives, 
and remove lost, stranded, trapped or injured people from disasters, emergency scenes, or hazards to a place of 
safety. 


Rescue Coordination Centre (RCC) — Operation centres under the overall authority of the Department of National 
Defence, but co-function with Canadian Coast Guard officers. 


SARSCENE — A Canadian search and rescue magazine published by the National Search and Rescue Secretariat. 
SARVAC - Search and Rescue Volunteer Association of Canada 
SCBA - Self-contained breathing apparatus 


Search — A search involves assembling, coordinating, and using the necessary resources to find lost, stranded, 
trapped, or injured people. 


Search and Rescue — Search and rescue combines activities and tasks involved in both searches and rescues. Many 
searches involve no rescues, and many rescues require no searches. 


Search commander — The person who has overall responsibility and authority for the execution of a SAR operation 
and who represents the authority responsible for the area in which the incident has occurred. The search commander 


is usually a police officer assigned to the search operation by the police force of jurisdiction. In Canadian national 
parks, the search commander may be the park warden. 


Search dogs — Dogs who, with their handlers, have successfully completed a course of training resulting in the ability 
to track lost persons, and behave under handler control during the search operation. 


Search manager — The person who manages, under the general direction of the search commander, the search, and 
leads and directs individual SAR resources. The search manager is usually an experienced member of a SAR 
organization, a park warden, forest ranger, or police officer. 


SIMDUT - Systéme d’information sur les matiéres dangereuses utilisées au travail 
SPOC — SAR Point of Contact 


SRAWS — Snow Research Avalanche Research Section 


Team leader — The person responsible for the conduct of the SAR party. The team leader reports to the search 
manager. 


Trained SAR volunteer — A SAR volunteer who has attained at least “basic SAR” performance objectives as 
recommended by the National Search and Rescue Secretariat. 


UTS —- Universal Tracking Service.
